Saudi economy unshaken by transfers

JEDDAH, Dec. 7 — An "interest war** 
among countries trying to fight inflation by 
__ tightening credit policies caused the drain of 
large amounts of money out of Saudi 
Arabia’s private sector over the last few 
months, according to Minister of Finance and 
National Economy Sheikh Muhammad Aba 
Al- Khail. 

In an article published Saturday, Saudi 
Business magazine quoted Aba Al- Khail as 
saying that the transfers had nothing to do 
with a loss of confidence in the Saudi 
economy from the political rhetoric and viol- 
ence now buffeting the Gulf. He scotched 
rumors implying that the attack on. Mecca's 
Holy Haram had accelerated the foreign 
exchange transfers. 

"I don’t believe there are any such 
rumors,” Aba Al- Khail said, "nor do I find 
any justification for them.” 

"The high rates of interest in some coun- 
tries in recent months led to the transfer of 
huge amounts of different currencies into the 
ones with the highest return,’’ the minister 
explained. ** Of late, the high rates of the riyal 
have attracted funds back that came froifc 
different currencies. This so-called interest 
war will continue to be a cause of drawing 
capita] from one currency to another.” 

Capita] outflows from Saudi Arabia's pri- 
vate sector are not of themselves unusual. 
Expatriates send home earnings, foreign 
companies send part of their profits abroad, 
j reporters pay for their goods. But recently, 
the outflow has been exceptionally high, driv- 
ing Saudi banking interest rates up to levels of 
11-13 per cent.

KhaiT s office announced on Ocl 24 that new 
government contracts for work worth more 
than SR300 million performed by foreign 
contractors are to be paid in U.S. dollars. This 
had been considered the biggest factor in 
riyal speculation abroad. Saudi contractors 
are given the option of payment in dollars or 
rivals, and contracts valued at less than 
SR300 million will continue to be paid in 
riyals. 

Aba Al-Khail indicated that the govern- 
ment’s management of the economy during 
the last several years was designed to enhance 
the opportunities for the private sector to 
invest its capital in Saudi Arabia. 

"The troubled money situation in today’s 
world, especially in some of the industrialized 
countries during the past few years, con- 
vinced many of the large Saudi investors that 
investment within the Kingdom regarding 
return and longevity is better in the long run 
than investment outside, which is subject to 
legal limitations and fragmentation," Aba 
Al-Khail said. "This conviction created an 
ever-increasing trend in fixed industrial and 
real estate investment within Saudi Arabia. 
And more capital will gradually return based 
on the Kingdom's absorptive capacity and the 
emergence of projects for execution" in the 
five-year development plans. 

The absorptive capacity of the Saudi 
economy has increased dramatically. In 
1978, Aba Al-Khail told the annual meeting 
of the International Monetary Fund this year 
in Belgrade. Saudi Arabia ran a current 
account deficit of "close to $1 billion " and 
the fiscal year dosed in May with a budget 
deficit of SRI 4.5 billion . The budget deficit 
was covered by withdrawals from the King- 
dom’s foreign reserves and assets, estimated 
by the IMF to total $57 billion at the end of 
1978. 

“I made that point in Belgrade to affirm 
the increased capacity of our economy and to 
answer what is being said about the huge 
surpluses that are piling up” Aba Al-Khail 
told Saudi business. “The transfer of _ 


funds from the reserves during the past fiscal 
year does not create any concern. In fact 
there was a natural reason for it — actual 
spending surpassed the allocations made 
when the budget was drawn up. 

"Such a situation is normal when addi- 
tional projects are approved or when the cost 
of a specific project rises over the amount 
allocated in the budget. The increased cost is 
dealt with by transferring funds from other 
projects or by withdrawal from the state’s 
general reserves, which were built up origi- 
nally by spending that was below the buogei 
in previous years due to the lower absorptive 
capacity of the economy." 

“ As for the balance of payments deficit, it 
was caused by the same reasons." the minis- 
ter continued. "In other words, the direct 
government expenditure in addition to fore- 
ign aid and money transfers abroad to meet 
the import needs of the private sector in 
terms of goods and services is paid in hard 
currency’. So are transfers by the expatriates 
working in the .Kingdom, company profits 
and others. Because of the increases of those 
payments in hard currency, it surpassed in 
1978 what the Kingdom received from oil in 
the same year." 

Despite the economic war between Iran 
and the United States in recent weeks, which 
has led some Iranian officials to demand that 
oil exports be priced through a basket of cur- 
rencies and paid for by currencies other than 
U.S. dollars. Aba Ai-Kbail said "nothing has 
happened to cause any change in the King- 
dom's position in regards to that subject." 

In the Saudi Business article. Aba Al- 
Khail did not specify the format for such 
talks. 

" I did not mean specific meetings,” he said. 
"On the occasion of the Belgrade meeting, 
what I meant to affirm was our willingness for 
a dialogue."

Lube plant commissioned 

JEDDAH, Dec. 7 (SPA) — Petromin has. commissioned design 
work on what will be one of the largest lubricating oil refineries in the 
world. 

The agency authorized Standard Oil of California and Texaco to 
go ahead with design on the 1 2.000 barrels a day export refinery to be 
built at Jubail. SPA reported Friday from Riyadh. 

Both firms are partners with Petromin in the project; holding 25 
percent each of the equity to Petromin' s 50 per cent. The planu when 
it comes on stream in the middle of the 1980s, will have an annual 
production of 4.3 million barrels. That compares with Petromin' s 
Jeddah lube refinery's capacity of one million a year. 

The agreement signed Thursday provides for an engineering 
package to be prepared over the next 1 8 months that includes cost- 
ing, designs, specifications and examination of how to tie the refinery 
in with other facilities planned for Jubail. It is expected to cost $ 1 5 
million. 

The final review of the project will be made when the study is 
complete, and a final decision to go ahead will be taken then. 

The agreement was signed in Riyadh between Petromin Gover- 
nor Dr. Abdul Hadi Taher and representatives «of the two Am- 
erican companies. 

Eritreans step up fighting 

KHARTOUM, Dec. 7 iR) — Eritrean rebels said they were 
stepping up a counter-offensive against Ethiopian troops with tanks 
and artillery captured in a big battle last weekend. 

A spokesman for the Eritrean People’ s Liberation Front (EPLF) 
said its men were attacking retreating Ethiopian forces with five 
tanks and many 76 mm field guns seized during heavy fighting near 
the north-eastern town of Nakfa. 

The reported defeat of seven government brigades was the first 
success for many months for the EPLF. one of three groups fighting 
for the independence of the Red Sea province. 

Nakfa, a shell-tom town perched high among precipitous, barren 
mountains, was the only guerrilla stronghold which held out against a 
big Soviet- backed Ethiopian campaign last year. 

The front spokesman said that while fighting continued in the 
north, Eritreans attacked government barracks and administration 
offices at Ghinda, on a twisting mountain road between the Red Sea 
port of Massawa and Asmara, the Eritrean capital. He described the 
90-minute assault on Monday as a harassing raid.

MECCA. Dec. 7 — The call to prayer was 
sounded from the Holy Haram here Friday, 
one day after King Khaled and a joyful 
throng of worshippers formally reopened it 
and gave thanks to God for an end to the 
15-day siege at the mosque. 

Cries of " Allah Akbar" (God is great) 
rang out from the thousands of worshippers 
who followed the King. Crown Prince Fabd 
and other leaders into the mosque Thursday. 

Many of the worshippers camped out in the 
mosque all night to be on hand for the tradi- 
tional Friday noon prayers, which were held 
here for the first time in three weeks. 

Second Deputy Premier and Commander 
of the National Guard Prince Abdullah and 
Defense Minister Prince Sultan were joined 
by most other cabinet members, high gov- 
ernment officials and senior military officers 
in offering thanks at an end to the siege. 

The mosque was reopened to the public 
just two days after Saudi security forces 
crushed the last resistance by the group of 
renegades who had stormed the mosque dur- 
ing morning prayers on Nov. 20, prompting a 
wave of condemnation from all over the 
Islamic world. 

Sixty members of the armed forces lost 
their lives during the fierce fighting at the 
mosque and another 200 were wounded. The 
renegades suffered 75 killed, and 170 cap- 
tured by security forces when they were 
finally flushed from their hiding place in the 
tunnels underneath the mosque early Tues- 
day morning. 

But Thursday and Friday the reminders of 
the siege were put behind the jubilant wor- 
shippers — if not forgotten — as thousands 
joined the King in performing the tawaf 
(circling the Hofy Kaaba) and sipping water 
from the Zamzam spring inside the mosque. 

Cleaning up of the rubble left by the two 
weeks of fighting against the fanatical follow- 
ers of a self-proclaimed "expected Mahdf’ 
had been accomplished in record time, and all 
was in readiness when the King arrived early 
Thursday afternoon. 

The pubiic a ess system, which had been 
destroyed during the fighting, had been 
replaced, and was in readiness for the call to 
prayers and the Friday speech by the mos- 
que's Imam which is broadcast to' the rest of 
the Kingdom. 

Only the pockmarks made by bullets on the 
columns and walls surrounding the vast open 
courtyard of the mosque were left as evidence 
of the fighting which had raged for five to six 
days before the renegades were forced into 
the tunnels underneath the mosque. 

In the center, the Holy Kaaba .was 
untouched by the trouble, and the King cir- 
cled it seven times — as is called for in the 
tawaf — kissed the Black Stone, and drank a 
bit of the water from the spring. 

His prayers, echoed by the thousands of 
other worshippers at the mosque, thanked 
God for clearing the mosque of the renegades 
and restoring peace and security to the Holy 
Haram. 

Later on, along with other members of the 
.Royal Family, ministers, officials and the vast 
crowd inside, he performed the evening 
prayers (the Maghreb) and kissed the Black 
Stone one more time before returning to Jed- 
dah.

DAMMAM. Dec. 7 (SPA) — 
Minister of Defense and Aviation 
Prince Sultan has approved a pro- 
ject for building 17 radar stations 
which will measure levels of water 
pollution off the western and east- 
ern coasts of the Kindom. They 
will also measure air pollution. 

They will cost SR60 million, 
and will be built in 24 months by 
the Directorate General of 
meteorology. 

The project involves automatic 
and electronic warning devices to 
measure air conditions and issue 
warnings and guidance to shipping 
and ofl transport operations in ter- 
ritorial waters. Fishermen and the 
public in general will profit from 


their services. 

There will be devices for 
measuring the distance of the sun, 
to be operated in cooperation with 
the Saudi Arabian National 
Center for Science and Technol- 
ogy in Riyadh. Detectors will 
measure the degree of air pollu- 
tion and specify the chemical 
compound of the pollutant 

Information from these stations 
will assist the pollution control 
program in Saudi Arabia. 

The stations will submit infor- 
mation to the European Satellite 
in West Germany, which will pro- 
cess and return to an analysis 
center in Jeddah. A computer 
center is under construction now. 
It will be completed in 16 months.

Seminar lashes Israeli occupation 


LONDON. Dec. 7 (SPA) — 
The Zionist occupation of 
Jerusalem is illegal and' has abso- 
lutely no historical justification, a 
statement issued at the end of a 
seminar on Jerusalem said here 
Wednesday. 

The statement described the 
Zionist occupation of the Holy 
city as a serious threat to world 
peace.

The statement also denounced 
the Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 
It said that the agreement consoli- 
dated the Zionist occupation of 


Jerusalem, Palestine and the other 
occupied Arab territories and 
deprived the Palesiinains of their 
right to self-determination and to 
independent statehood. 

It pointed outtbat Islam recog- 
nized Christianity and Judaism 
and that Christians and Jews hud 
never enjoyed the protection and 
freedom of worship in the Holy 
Places in Jeruslaem as much as 
during the Islamic era. 

Addressing the closing session. 


the chairman and the chief Saudi 
Arabian delegate Sheikh 
Muhammad Ibrahim Mussaoud, 
state minister and cabinet 
member, reviewed the history of 
Jerusalem from the time of the 
Yabusites and the Canaanites to 
the Islamic era, which he said was 
characterized by its religious 
tolerance. 

He said that the keys of the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
were still in the guardianship of 
two Arab Muslim families, whose 


members hand down their custody 
from father to son. 

He also dealt with the role of 
Britain in forging the Palestinian 
tragedy by bringing in alternations 
to the Palestinians homeland at 
the time of the British mandate.

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IRAN' S OTHER PROBLEMS 


Iran’s internal problems are almost stealing the limelight from the 
Iranian -American crisis. The situation in Azerbaijan is now critical, 
with the capital of the province. Tabriz, almost in open rebellion. In 
Kurdistan, the Tehran regime faces the strongest challenge to its 
authorin'. *ith the Kurils ceaselessly arming themselves in pursuit 
for their autonomy demand. The Arab and Baluchi minorities show 
signs of unrest which could easily pass over into armed insurrection. 

The mainly Turr.um.ini populated province of Azerbaijan — the 
Turkomans in Iran numbering about 1 2 million — owe loyalty to that 
■ other Avabulah". Ayatollah Shariat Madari. who led the internal 
opposition to the Shah's regime while Ayatollah Khomeini provided 
leadership from exile. Khonic infs triumphant return to Tehran after 
the Shah's departure, and then his assumption of supreme authority, 
left Shariat Madari thoroughly in the background. 

But Sharia; Madari has enough following, especially among the 
large Turkoman minority, for him to become the center of Islamic 
opposition to the present regime — something, in fact, like an infor- 
mal "shadow government" has grown around him. among whose 
number is Dr. Bazargan. himself an Azerbaijani, who was Kho- 
meini's first prime minister.

Much of th*: work of the summit remains shrouded in secrecy. Here 
Chedli Kiibi. ecretary General of the Arab League, had something 
right to sjy. The whole concept of secret resolutions was attacked by 
him as counterproductive. For the citizens of all Arab countries have 
every right to know what has been decided on their own behalf 
While actual technical detail in mutters military and economic sboud 
rightly be kept secret, public opinion should be informed at least in 
outline of all plans. 

The most difficult problems the summiteers dealt with was that of 
South Lebanon. Their resolutions on this will seek implementation 
through the committee appointed by them for this purpose, which 
had its first meeting in Beirut yesterday. The signs are not very 
encouraging. The Israelis arc escalating their threats, and the Had- 
dad militias in the South are increasing their acuvities.Thirigs will not 
be helped by the reported possibility of Iranian volunteers arriving 
on the scene. 

The other area dealt in Tunis was that of the Eastern Front whose 
strengthening became more crucial to the Arab side with Egypt's 
defection from the ranks. Here the signs are better. Yasser Arafat’s 
visit to A mman and his long meeting with King Hussein will go a long 
way towards restoring full cooperation between Jordan and the 
Palestinian Liberation Organization. This is essential now for the 
reactivation of the Eastern Front as well as for the morale of the 
people of the West Bank and Gaza in their struggle against Israeli 
oppression. 

it is important now that the anti Camp David Arab side to deal 
with the various side-confrontations within its own ranks. It is cer- 
tainly not enough that the secondary issues have not been permitted 
to overlay the main problem, which is ihat of a just and comprehen- 
sive settlement in the Middle East. Inter- Arab disagreements should 
be treated at the root, rather than be frozen as they are now.

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A resurgent Islam is giving China the jitters

SINGAPORE — 

The first Chinese Muslims to make the pilgrim- 
age from Peking to Mecca in the past 1 5 years may 
have had a narrow escape when zealots gunned 
their way into the grand mosque. 

A party 16-strong, they had set* out for. Saudi 
Arabia just one month before with the blessing of 
their Marxist- Leninist masters, who seek to beguile 
Muslims at home and abroad with “ liberal" ges- 
tures towards their faith in order to rally them 
against the Russians. 

But, like their Soviet rivals, the Chinese now find 
themselves treading quicksands evoked by the cur- 
rent Islamic revival. 

Most of China's Muslims are minority peoples 
scattered across the sparse north-western regions of 
the republic that share a long frontier with the 
USSR and pro- Soviet Mongolia, and their fragile 
loyalty to Peking must at all costs be maintained. 
While the Chinese watch the impact of the renas- 
cent religious fervor on their own faithful with nar- 
rowed eyes, therefore, they draw comfort from evi- 
dence that it has caught the Russians cross- footed. 

Across the border, almost one Soviet citizen in 
every Five is now a Muslim: there are more than 
45,000.000 of them, mainly in the central Asian 
republics of the USSR and often georaphicaily and 
culturally close to their neighbors in Iran. Pakistan. 


and Afghanistan. The Russians have already 
aroused wrath in Islam over the bloody suppression 
of Muslim revolt against their pro-Soviet puppets in 
Kabul. And they must hold their breath while time 
decides whether the spurious tacit truce between 
the Ayatollah Khomeini and the pro- Soviet Tudeh 
Party in Iran ends in a victory for Communism, or 
another war against the USSR, or both. 

But the delicate structure of China's own real- 
politik. directed against the ‘hegemonists’ in the 
Kremlin, has also been shaken by the Iranian explo- 
sion and is developing disquieting cracks. 

It had seemed sound enough. Peking's policy 
towards Israel enabled the Chinese to look 
everyone in the eye simultaneously. China, "stand- 
ing together with all Islamic countries”, supported 
the Arab and Palestinian peoples in their struggle. 
At the same time. China recognized Israer s right to 
exist, "understood" President Sadat's motives in 
signinga peace agreement with the Jewish state, but 
urged the U.S. tio befriend the Arabs in order to 
freeze out the Soviet imperialists. 

More concerned with the Russian menace than 
revolutionary’ merit, the Chinese found theirfriends 
among the anti-Soviet and often more feudalists of 
the Middle East states. When Moscow imposed an 
embargo, China stepped in to supply Egypt with 
arms, and in June Sadat announced that Peking was 
to deliver a large consignment of Chinese-built 
MiGs. But the Chinese also established formal ties 


with Oman, and. as suspicion of the Soviets 
mounted, their peripatetic Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Ho Ying was made increasingly welcome in the 
Gulf. 

Pelting shares with the Gulf states their fear that. 
Moscow may one day make a bid to shut off the flow 
of oil-tankers through the Straits of Hormuz, since 
for one thing that could haif-paralyze Japan, on 
whose economic health, wealth and wisdom China'' s 
all-important modernization program heavily 
depends. When Chairman Hua Guofeng passed 
through Tehran in August 1978, it was reported 
from Kuwait that he had promised the Shah Pek- 
ing’s support if he would put together a military 
alliance for the defence of the Gulf. 

Against Russian expansionism. pro-American, 
anti-Soviet Iran was the spindle on which China’s 
strategic calculations turned. 

The spindle broke, and the Chinese became 
uncomfortably aware that the first non-communist 
leader their chairman had ever visited was an exe- 
crated fugitive, for whose blood his ve ngeful succes- 
sors were ready to outrage ail established codes. 
Peking's reporting of the seizure of the American 
Embassy in Tehran has been non-committal, but on 
Monday (November 26) the foreign ministry 
appealed for a quick and peaceful solution to Iran's 
quarrel with the U.S.. stressing that "accepted dip- 
lomatic immunities should be universally 
respected." When, on the following day, the hated

In spite of accord, the worries persist in Rhodesia

SALISBURY — 

Can you just throw a switch from war to peace? 
This is the real question now in Zimbabwe- 
Rhodesia. Thousands have died in battle or by 
gruesome murder, and yet, when the Lancaster 
House conference ends, a British governor will 
arrive here and decree that the enemies will now 
work together. 

More than that: he will decree that those who 
were killing each other yesterday will today join in 
the decorous competition of a democratic election 
campaign — and respect the victory of their 
enemies. 

There is plenty of evidence for permission. In the 
first place, nobody -won this war. Both sides, the 
Patriotic Front with their Guerrillas and the white- 


Patriotic Front with their guerrillas and the white- 
led troops of Abel Muzorewa's coalition govern- 
ment, think they could have achieved victory if their 
friends had not withdrawn support for the war. the 
front-line African States in one case and South 
Africa on Lhe other. 

Secondly, there is the hatred set up by the 
savageries of both sides. Joshua Nkomo. leader of 
ZAPU. may be the more moderate of the two Pat- 


riotic Front statesmen, but especially after the 
shooting-down of two unarmed Viscount aircraft by 
his forces, there are whites who would like to kill 
him when he returns. 

Robert Mugabe, head of the ZANU wing, is 1 
regarded by the whites as a Marxist fanatic who will 
reduce the country to a black Gulag Archipelago. 

The black guerrillas, less concerned with per- 
sonal vengeance against whites, must be tempted to 
hold a day of reckoning with all those Africans who 
actively supported the Smith and Muzorewa 
regimes and their armed forces. The rivalry bet- 
ween ZAPU and ZANU, under the cloak of the 
Front, is another possibility for violence. 

The final arguments about cease-fire terms in 
London demonstrate this mistrust. Stripped of the 
details, this is mostly about the problem of air 
power. The British want the Zimbabwe- Rhodesia 
Government forces to retire to their bases, and the 
guerrillas to gather in 15 assembly points or camps. 

The trouble is that this ignores the difference 
between guerrillas and regulars. The Front's men. 
and there must now be nearly 20.000 of them in this 
country, are hidden in hundreds of scattered camps. 
If they crowd together into only 15 marked sites. 


the jet aircraft of the government could bomb their 
bases and obliterate them in less than an hour. It is 
understandable that Cephas Msipa, ZAPU’s politi- 
cal caretaker in Salisbury, called this "treacherous

State of Zimbabwe explodes into chaos after the 
departure of the British governor." 

Many people here listen to the bloodthirsty abuse 
exchanged by both sides in despair. They guess that 
when the governor withdraws — perhaps before — 
there will be an armed power grab to upset the 
elected government of independent Zimbabwe. It 
could be the South Africans, Lhe Rhodesian whites, 
or one of the Patriotic Front’s two wings. 

Caiastrophism is easy, a way of opting out. But 
there are also signs of hope. While Muzorewa, the 
Prime Minister, remains belligerent, Ian Smith, 
Minister without Portfolio now but still leader of 
the white Rhodesian front, is practising with 
increasing conviction the coo of the dove. And the 
Patriotic Front, although its two parties remain 
banned and cannot start officially campaigning, is 
also beginning to make reassuring noises. 

A sort of courtship is in progress between Smith 
and Nkomo. This is strictly disloyal to Muzorewa, of 


course. But Smith would always have preferred 
deal with Joshua Nkomo, choosing the Muzoren 
as second-best, and he is aow plainly disgusted wr 
Muzorewa both for his weakness as a leader aod-f>

What 5 s to be done with the Chogyal ?

GANGTOK, — It has been 
nearly five years since India 
annexed the tiny, strategically 
located Himalayan kingdom of 
Sikkim, but the border post at the 
frontier town of Rangpo is still in 
operation. 

“You're leaving India now” 
the security guard stationed there 
tells travellers. “Go over that 
bridge and you're in Sikkim.” 

* Although Sikkim is now an 
V integral part of India, the smallest 
and newest state, it survives in the 
minds of many, including most of 
Sikkim's 230,000 people, as a 
V separate entity. 

^ It is not difficult to see why. 

The Sikkimese — the 
Mongoloid- featured Lepcha and 
Bhutia tribesmen who settled the 
"V kingdom hundreds of years ago as 
.N.weU as the dominant Nepalese, 
have little in common with the 
Indians, nor is the geography of 
Nbe Delaware -sized state in any 
way like the flat plains that cover 
so much of India. 

Sikkims' picturesque capital, 
3angtok ( pop. 20.000), clings to a 
noun ta inside high above a narrow 
/alley. On a clear day, the world 1 s 
bird highest mountain, Kanchen- 
unga, is visible from Gangtok. It 


rises to a height of 28,208 feet not 
far south of the Chinese border. 

The frontier with China, once 
the overriding topic of concern 
here, is quiet now. Although there 
are stilf heavy troop movements in 
the area, young Indian officers 
talk of exchanging spoken greet- 
ings rather than gunfire with their 
English-speaking counterparts 
across the frontier in China. 

For the moment at least, Indian 
government officials here are 
preoccupied with a less dramatic, 
but difficult problem: what to do 
with Sikkim’s former ruler, Cho- 
gyal (king) Palden Thondup 
Namgyal. The 54-year-ofd Cho- 
gyal still lives in his forlorn palace 
atop the city's highest peak, with 
his 2 6-year- old son. Crown Prince 
Wangcbuk. 

Recently in the United States 
visiting his estranged American 
wife, Hope Cooke, the Cbogyal 
must inform the Indian govern- 
ment of any move he makes out- 
side the capital. He is also pre- 
vented from conducting ceremo- 
nial functions outside the palace 
grounds, and government officials 
are not allowed to visit the palace. 

The government has also begun 
tightening the Chogyars personal 
budget “Our personal resources 
are now being controlled by the 


government," Prince Wangchuk 
said. 

It is believed that the Chogyal 
will be permitted to stay in Gang- 
tok as long as he maintains his low 
profife. 

“1 get the feeling they’d like us 
to stay, but as good Indian citi- 
zens ,** the prince said. 

While many Sikkimese disliked 
the Chogyaf s authoritarian rule in 
the days before he lost his title, his 
power and his wife, an even 
stronger resentment lingers about 
the questionable handling of a 
1974 referendum. The vote indi- 
cated an overwhelming desire to 
merge with India, but many Sik- 
kimese still hold that it was rigged. 

An undistinguised performance 
by Sikkim’s first state govern me m 
under Indian rule, coupled with 
the growing fear of cultural domi- 
nation spurred by the sharp influx 
of “plainsmen," Indians largely 
from the nearby states of Bengal 
and Bihar, have helped rekindle 
the Chogyars popularity and with 
it a sense of Sikkimese national- 
ism. 

The depth of this sentiment# 
revealed recently in the firsi 
statewide election since annexa- 
tion, stunned central government 
officials in New Delhi and sur- 
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prised even the ardent of Sikkim- 
ese nationalists. 

Local parties appealing to a 
sense of Sikkimese national iden- 
tity routed the ruling Janata Party, 
which has strong national links. 
The Janata campaign symbol, a 
farmer dressed in a plainsman's 
dhoti — was cited as a major fac- 
tor in the defeat. 

At the local meeting hall here, 
where teams of election officials 
counted the votes, Sikkimese 
onlookers smiled and murmured 
approvingly as ballot after ballot 
went to the local parties. 

“Now We’re getting the real 
referendum," one Sikkimese said. 

To many, the vote symbolized a 
restoration of dignity as well as an 
expression of the desire for cul- 
tural independence. 

“Once again we have self- 
respect," is how one Sikkimese 
put it. 

Despite the surprise victory, 
few Sikkimese have any illusions 
of independence or restoring the 
Chogyal to power. Either step 
would be against the Indian Con- 
stitution. 

“If we moved a millimeter in 
that direction, they (the central 
government) would crush us." 
said Lai Bahadur Basnet, of the 
victorious Janata Party. 

To Basnet and many other Sik- 
kimese. the issue now is how to 
prevent the state from being 
overwhelmed by plainsmen. 

“The plainsmen are the new 
enemy," said Ram Chandra 
Poudyal. leader of a party iden- 
tified with the large Nepalese 
community. 

Indians have dominated Sik- 
kim's small but affluent merchant 
and trading class for generations. 
But aside from this group, which 
numbers around 10,000, Sikkim's 
cultural links have traditionally 
been with the north. Its major 
trade and reiigious pilgrimage 
routes led to Lhasa, the Tibetan 
capital, not south to India. 

But in 1950, China moved 
against Tibet, suppressing its 
independence and sealing its 
1 50- mile border with Sikkim. 

” libetan refugees told of har- 
rowing experiences at the hands of 
the Chinese, and it had a major 
impact here,” a government offi- 
cials recalled. 

Alarmed by the swift Chinese 


move against Tibet, Sikkim's 
Chogyal of the time turned to 
India for help and signed a treaty 
making Sikkim an Indian protec- 
torate that same year. 

Because of Sikkim's strategic 
location, the Indian government 
allows foreigners into the state 
only by special permit, but since 
statehood, all restrictions on the 
movement of Indians in or out of 
Sikkim have been removed. Pre- 
dictably, the number of Indians in 
Sikkim has risen sharply, although 
no one knows for certain by just 
how much. One government offi- 
cial esd mated that plainsmen now 
make up 40 percent of Gangtok's 
electorate. 

Many have come in as part of 
the fast-swelling bureaucracy that 
statehodd has brought, while 
others are here in connection with 
a development program, financed 
by the center government, that has 
quadrupled since annexation. 

Although development has 
opened up jobs and opportunities. 
Sikkimese leaders complain that 
they have benefited only margi- 
nally and that much of the 
development money is siphoned 
off by corruption. 

“The plainsmen are better edu- 
cated and have more skills," one 
Sikkimese leader said. “ We can t 
compete. We've lost control over 
what is happening." 

Bureaucrats coming from out- 
side Sikkim are also accused of 
having “a superior, neocolonial" 
attitude toward the Sikkimese. 

“India has better people than 
that in their civil service, but we' re 
getting young, raw faces without 
much sensitivity” said a Sikkim- 
ese who is himself a civil servant. 

Basnet hopes bis new govern- 
ment can enact measures that will 
slow the influx and protect Sik- 
kim's cultural identity. 

“ We can't order plainsmen out 
once they’re here, but when they 
go we can try to replace them with 
our own people,” he said. “We 
must control it somehow." 

Basnet talks of restricting busi- 
ness licenses and the purchase of 
land to the Sikkimese, but it is 
doubtful that even these limited 
measures will be approved. 

“We’ve explained to people we 
have (constitutional) limitations, 
but we must function within 
them," he said.

PARIS. Dec. 7 (R) — French 
Prime Minister Raymond Barre 
Friday tried to steamroller his way 
through parliamentary opposition 
Tor the second time in two weeks 
by placing his government’s exis- 
tence at stake. 

Barre effectively forced the 
Gaullists. who from the largest 
element in his unweildly coalition, 
to vote for a government bill by 
rejecting censure motions put 
forward by the opposition Com- 
munists and Socialists. 

Shortly before voting was due to 
begin early Friday morning Gaul- 
list Jean Fulala said his party 
would support the censure 
motions because it saw no alterna- 
tive to the present coalition. 

Under the French constitution 
this means Barre - s social services 
bill, which the gaullists had 
opposed, will be considered pas- 
sed because the National Assem- 
bly rejected a censure movement 
on it. 

Barre himself opted for the 
seemingly drastic move of facing 
censure motions rather than 
abandon his bill.

MANAGUA. Dec. 7 (AP) — 
Some 7,000 prisoners will go on 
trial in the next few days for 
crimes allegedly committed 
"against the people of Nicaragua" 
during the dictatorship of toppled 
President Anastasio Somoza 
Debayle. 

Nora Astorga, special pro- 
secutor for the government Junta, 
said Thursday the prisoners will be 
tried by recently created tribunals. 
She said the prisoners are former 
members of Somoza' s National 
Guard, or his sympathizers. 

Somoza sympathizers who are 
living abroad or have received 
asylum in foreign embassies here 
will be tried in absentia, said Ser- 
gio Ramirez, a member of the 
junta. 

Somoza and bis son Anastasio 
Somoza Portocarrero also will be 
judged and their extradition wfll 
be requested from whatever coun- 
tries they are staying in. 

Somoza Debayle moved to 
Paraguay after a brief stay in 
Guatemala after his overthrow 
july 19. 

The former dictator will be 
accused of genocide and of plun- 
dering the country of millions of 
dollars, officials said. Junta 
sources said Somoza and his gov- 
ernment officials took several 
hundred million dollars out of the 
country just before he fled 
Nicaragua. 

Somoza' s son will be charged 
with authoring the assassination of 
opposition journalist Pedro Joa- 
quin Chamorro Gardena). 

Chamorro was murdered in a 
Managua street Jan. 10, 197& His 
death has often been marked as a 
turning point for the revolution. 

Astorga said a law setting up the 
courts naming special state pro- 
secutors will be enacted in the next 
few days. She said the tribunals 
will open immediately after the 
law is published. 


The majority of the prisoners, 
who are in several jails throughout 
the country, will be accused of 
assassinations and some officials 
will be accused of having ordered 
massacres during the war to over- 
throw Somoza. 

The tribunals will be made up of 
a panel of three judges.

BANGKOK. Dec. 7 l Agen- 
cies) — The Thai supreme com- 
mand has said that more rein- 
forcements have been sent to the 
Thai- Cambodian border to ward 
off any attack by Vietnamese 
troops who are reported escalat- 
ing their operations inside Cam- 
bodia. 

A supreme command spokes- 
man said Thursday the Vietnam- 
ese had this week struck north of 
Highway Five against forces of 
ousted Premier Pol Pot as well as 
anti-Communist “Free Khmer" 
troops. 

More than half a million Cam- 
bodian refugees are clustered at 
the border area and the Thais and 
international relief officials fear 
that a major Vietnamese drive 
would send them stampeding into 
Thailand. 

The spokesman said about 
6.000 Cambodians who had fled 
the fighting are already inside 
Thailand at Kok Duang and would 
evenruaily moved to a vast holding 
area at Khao 2 Bwng, operated by 
the Thais and the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees. 

The spokesman declined to give 
the numberof reinforcements sent 
to the border and did not specu- 
late on whether the Vietnamese 
would anack into Thailand. But 
he said the Thai military “did not 
want to take a chance." 

The English-language news- 
paper Bangkok Post Thursday 


quote J Thai intelligence source-* 
as saying Soviet-built jet fighters, 
helicopters, anti-aircraft guns and 
other heavy weaponry have been 
moved closer to the Thai frontier 
to buck a major Vietnamese 
offensive. 

The sources predicted that a 
“powerful offensive" would get 
under way between Dec. 1 5 and 
25. 

The story said Soviet transport 
aircraft had overflown Thai airs- 
pace about 80 times every month 
since September to supply the 
Vietnamese with equipment. The 
overflights took place despite a 
Thai insistence the Soviets apply 
for each unscheduled overflight. 

Meanwhile. Vietnam Thursday 


accused Chinese troops of con- 
tinuing provocation and setting 
fire to forest areas along its bor- 
der. claiming many civilians were 
killed or wounded. 

The foreign ministry, in a mite 
to China quoted by the Vietnam 
news agency, denounced what 
Hanoi described as the “very 
grave incidents caused by China 
along Vietnam's border recently."

Some OPEC states said 
planning to cut output 
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TEHRAN. Dec. 7 1 R) — Iranian Oil Minister AJi Akbar Moinfar 
has said here that some OPEC states are coordinating plans to cut 
back their oil production next year. 

Amid fears of a possible shortfall of more than 3.5 million barrels a 
day in world oil supplies next year, Moinfar said he hud been invited 
to three OPEC states to discuss a coordinated cutback before 
OPEC s price-fixing meeting in Caracas later this month. 

He was speaking in an interview Wednesday night with a Dutch 
journalist. A tape of the interview was made available to Reuter. 

The Iranian minister said his country was planning to reduce its oil 
output by ahout 500.000 barrels to an average three million barrels a 
day in the new year. 

He said Kuwait. Algeria and Libya, had voiced their intention to 
reduce output and had invited him for cutback coordination talks 
before the Caracas conference. 

Venezuela had also told a preparatory meeting of OPEC ministers 
in Saudi Arabia on Monday that it was also planning a reduction, of 
about six per cent, he said. 

" In the next week we have to coordinate about the level of 
production, about cutting production. " he added. 

Moinfar s statement was the first from an OPEC state to indicate a 
concerted move to reduce exports. 

The 13 OPEC states increased their production by about five per 
cent earlier this year to an average 3 1 million barrels a day after an 
upsurge of demand following the Iranian revolution. 

The four states mentioned by Moinfar have already declared their 
intention of cutting back exports in the new year. 

The cutback plans followed forecasts by OPEC economists that 
member states might face strong pressure on prices if they main- 
tained production at levels in force last summer. Such levels would 
lead to a surplus in the market of about 500.000 barrels a day. they 
added. 

Moinfar' s statement is also the first official indication that Iran 
plans to reduce average production to three million barrels a day. 
compared with the current level of about 3.5 million barrels and four 
million barrels in the summer.

Larosierc Thursday, Nobari 
described the move as" illegal and 
totally irresponsible.” 

He urged Larosiere to put the 
issue before the IMF Executive 
Board. 

Nobari said U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter breached IMF arti- 
cles stipulating the aim of the 
international monetary system 
was to facilitate the exchange of 
goods, services and capital among 
nations. 

"It is not necessary to go into 
further details and mention other 
legal niceties involved as it is quite 
clear that under no circumstances 
should such behavior be con- 
doned,” said Nobari. 

The freezing of Iranian assets in 
the United States followed the 
seizure of the U.S. embassy in 
Tehran, where 50 Americans are 
still held hostage. The immediate 
provocation for the freeze, how- 
ever, was an Iranian threat to 
withdraw all of its several billion 
dollars of deposits in the United 
States.

U.S. urged 
to maintain 
’79 gas level 


U.S. food prices up by 2.6 per cent 


WASHINGTON. Dec.. 7 
(Agencies) — U.S. Energy Sec- 
retary Charles Duncan says the 
United States must use no more 
gasoline in 1980 than it did in 
1979, and proposes voluntary 
gas-saving limits for the individual 
states for the first quarter of next 
year. 

Although there is a hold-the- 
line limit for all of 1980. the states 
will find their initial ceilings 
amount to an average seven per 
cent cutback from the high con- 
sumption of the Erst three months 
of 1979. 

The state quotas will be 
adjusted quarterly to achieve the 
hill-year target of about 7 million 
barrels of gasoline daily. 

"These targets are voluntary 
now.” Duncan Thursday told a 
news conference. “ but they could 
become mandatory under the new 
emergency energy conservation 
act if the president determines 
chirr a severe supply shortage 
exists or is imminent.” 

The administration was to publ- 
ish Friday President Jimmy Car- 
ter’s standby plan for rationing 
gasoline and would submit it for 
congressional approval in -Febru- 
ary. 

Duncan also said tbe administ- 
ration was considering asking 
Congress to impose a 50 cent a 
gallon excise tax on gasoline, a 
plan bound to spark controversy. 

Congress has rejected all recent 
attempts to increase federal taxes 
on gasoline. A 50 cent tax would 
raise about $ 50 billion a year, but 
would also spur inflation. 

Duncan declined to disclose the 
government’s target for oil imports 
next year, saying he would wait 
until after next week's meeting of 
the 20-nation International 
Energy Agency (IEA). in Paris.

Must win to stay ahead 

United faces vital Leeds match 


LONDON. Dec. 7 ( R) — Man- 
chester United, resting in Spain 
after its weekend victory at Tot- 
tenham, flies home for the visit of 
Leeds on Saturday, knowing that 
it must win again to remain at the 
head of the England's soccer 
championship standings. 

Liverpool, one point behind 
and with one match in hand, visits 
Aston Villa and its 3-1 league cup 
victory at Norwich Wednesday 
night reminded any sceptics that 
Kenny Dalglish and company 
have struck the form needed to 
retain their title of champion. 

Manchester United, unbeaten 
since October 10, may recall Gor- 
don McQueen to the heart of its 
defense. The lanky Scot, who cost 
50,000 two years ago. failed to 
regain his place after injury last 
month.

Mr. L. A. DONOHUE of the

Telegraph and 
Telephones, and with the help of 
some 122 Saudi firms who were 
involved in this project providing 
a wide variety of supplies and ser- 
vices, the project was completed 
and operational ahead of the 
scheduled date.

airfields of Riyadh. Jeddah and 
Dhahran. The project was 
scheduled in 3 stages. The first 
stage between Riyadh and 
Buraydah was scheduled for com- 
pletion on October 5. 1978 and it 
was completed and provisionally 
accepted and put into services on 
October 5, 19?8. The second 
phase included Microwave service 
between the follow ing cities: 
Buraydah to Medina 
Medina to Jeddah 
Taif to Albaha 
Albaha to Abha 
Buraydah to Hail 
Medina to Tabuk 
Dammam to Khafji 

The service between these cities 
was scheduled for completion on 
June 5. 1979. Some of the service, 
such as from Buraydah to Medina, 
was completed and put into opera- 
tion three months ahead of 
schedule. The remaining routes 
were also completed either ahead 
of schedule or by the contract 
date. The final portion of the pro- 
ject involving all of the remaining 
services was scheduled for com- 
pletion on December5, 1979. All 
of these routes were also com- 
pleted either ahead of schedule, 
such as Riyadh to Dammam which 
was six months early, or in accor- 
dance with the contract. 

Mounted high on steel towers 
the Microwave system transmits 
high frequency signals through the 
atmosphere from tower to tower 
creating a network with transmis- 
sion capacity to handle the future 
telecommunication demands of 
private and business communities. 
Al each tower location electronic 
signals are received by antennas. 
Since the signals have to travel a 
long distance, the strength gets 
diminished. Therefore the signals 
are sent to specially designed elec- 
tronic equipment held in shelters 
at the base of each tower. Here 
they are reamplified, streng- 
thened and then sent back to 
antennas for rebroadcast to the 
next tower. The signals travel 
almost at the speed of light from 
one dstination to another simul- 
taneously carrying thousands of 
telephone calls as well as elec- 
tronic data and TV programs. The 
Microwave network has now 
enabled the Ministry of Informa- 
tion to feed back TV programs 
throughout the Kingdom. 

The Ministry will also be able to 
present its programs on Islamic 
Religion, Arab Culture, Medical 
Information, Educational Prog- 


ram, Football Contests and 
Important Events while they are 
actually happening on all TV sta- 
tions simultaneously. The system 
has enabled more areas of the 
Kingdom to make use of the satel- 
lite links for international com- 
munication. 

The Microwave network is 
equipped to provide other services 
as well. The overall project 
includes a roadside emergency 
telephone system paralleling the 
network So that the Ministry of 
Interior can provide emergency 
assistance to tiie motorist travel- 
ling in remote areas. Telephones 
are located along the network 
about 20 kilometers apart, provid- 
ing communication for about 
three minutes with the nearest 
police station. This phone reqires 

no dialing. Suppose there is a road 
accident. Another driver sees that 
someone has been badly hurt. He 
goes to the nearest roadside 
emergency telephone and pushes 
the lower button to send the signal 
to the nearest Microwave tower 
which transmits it to the nearest 
police station. The caller’s loca- 
tion is identified automatically for 
the officer on duty who inquires 
about the nature of the 
emergency. If the caller does not 
speak Arabic, the emergency 
telephone has a panel of buttons, 
each with a symbol for a different 
emergeency service and in this 
case the ambulance button is 
pushed. This alerts the police 
officer to rush to the scene of the 
accident 

AH this is not a dream. The Mic- 
rowave system has come to exist. 
The system is now providing over 
35,000 long distance telephone 
circuits as well as Telex. Data and 
Television channels. The exis- 
tence of the Microwave project 
can be seen throughout the King- 
dom. Over 300 sites have now 
been installed, most of which are 
equipped with very high towers 
and antennas that can be seen 
from many kilometers. Each of 
these sites required extensive 
excavation and many, many cubic 
meters of concrete and reinforcing 
steel to support the tower, shelter 
and fuej tanks. The most difficult 
portion of the job, according to 
WESTERN ELECTRIC CO., 
were the very difficult sites 
through the mountains that run 
North to South in the Western 
Province. 

In America at the Western 
Electric Education Center, man- 
agement training courses were 
attended by Saudi students who 
were trained for supervisory 
responsibilities in the Microwave 
network. Students were instructed 
in every aspect of the Microwave 
system, operation, manufacture 
and system maintenance. They 
have finished their studies and 
have come back with a keen sepse 
of the responsible part they will 
play in the future of the sys- 
tem. They were trained to manage, 
operate and maintain the Mic- 
rowave network. These trainees 
were asked to comment on the 
network and the effect it will have 
on the daily lives of Saudi citizens. 
One of them said, “ It will affect 
the distribution of the population 
in the cities. Right now there are 
cities like Riyadh, Jeddah, Dam- 
mam, Mecca and Medina and they 
are fairly congested due to the 
existence of communication 
facilities in these dries. Let us take 
a businessman in a small city. 
When his business starts to grow 
he has to move to a larger rity 
where he has access to telephone 
and telex facilities to conduct his 
business. This contributed to 
over-population in larger dries. If 
be has these facilities in small 
towns, he can stay there and this 
will help, the small town to 
develop." 

Another said, “Also it 'will give 
the fanners and villagers a chance 
to watch the TV programs which 
concern them specially in the 
agricultural areas about things like 
the soil characteristics and crop 
planning.” 

Throughout history, communi- 
cation in one form or another has 
helped nations to grow. Now the 
people of Saudi Arabia will wit- 
ness the dynamic change brought 
about by this system that will 
increase the determination of 
knowledge and information 
throughout the Kingdom. 


The picture of the tower that 
has been shown here is one of the 
300 constructed. This is another 
symbol of the commitment of His 
Maj esty’s government towards 
the people of the Kingdom of 
Saudi Araba.

LONDON. Dec. 7 t Agencies) — Britain 
Friduv announced that its rebel colony of 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia will return to legality 
next week when Lord Soames arrives there to 
take over as governor. 

The decision was revealed in Parliament 
when the government named the British 
administrative team that will steer Rhodesia 
to legal independence. 

It said Lord Soames. a senior figure in 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher s cabinet, 
wili co t> • Salisbury next week even if overall 
agreement at peace talks here are not signed. 

~ Agreement in principle has been reached 
but Patriotic Front guerrillas are still arguing 
about ceasefire details. 

The announcement means the end of a 
rebellion that began in - 1965 when former 
white Premier [an Smith declared the territ- 
ory independent rather than accept moves to 
brack majority rule.

Rhode >i-i .vilf return to legality.'' cabinet 
minister L'ir Ian Gilmour told Parliament.

Sir Ian said that by appointing Soames as 
governor. Mrs. Thatcher's government was 
demonstrating the great importance it 
attaches to providing “conditions in which 
freed elections can be held as a means of 
bringing Rhodesia to independence on the 
basis of genuine majority rule." 

The announcement came after Thursday 
night's publication of the bill that will create 
an independent Zimbabwe next year. 

And in Washington the U.S. Senate voted 
Thursday 90 to 0 to lift economic sanctions 
against Salisbury as soon as the governor 
takes over. 


The Zimbabwe bill is expected to get 
emergency passage through parliament by 
next Wednesday. 

It includes an amnesty for guerrillas and for 
the whites who declared unilateral indepen- 
dence in 1965. Their action led to United 
Nations sanctions and sparked off a seven- 
year war with the Patriotic Front guerrillas 
led by Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe. 

Britain s decision to press ahead with plans 
for an independent, black- ruled Zimbabwe 
follow Wednesday night's breakthrough in 
the 13- week constitutional conference at 
Lancaster House.

European leaders meet on missiles

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (Agencies) — 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter, seeking ways to 
preserve NATO unity in the face of a strong 
Soviet propaganda campaign, tried Friday to 
persuade leaders of Norway, the Netherlands 
and Denmark to adhere to plans for introduc- 
ing a new generation of nuclear missiles in 
Western Europe. 

Carter met Friday morning with Prime 
Minister Odvar Nordli of Norway and plan- 
ned to see Prime Minister Andreasvan Agt of 
the Netherlands later. Denmark's foreign 
minSte-. K jeld Olesen, was to meet with Sec- 
retary oi State Cyrus Vance and White House 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
3rzezinski. 

All three countries have voiced reserva- 
tions about the U.S.-backed plan for moder- 
nizing the NATO nuclear deterrent in the 
1980s. 

The plan, to be considered by North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization ministers in Brussels 
next week, has become a major test of 
U.S.leadership in the face of determined 
Soviet efforts to prevent modernization of 
the NATO nuclear force. 

Before NordUmet with Carter, he confer- 
red with Vice President Walter Mondale, 
Vance. Defease Secretary Harold Brown and 
Brzezinski. 

‘•We have some very important questions 
to discuss." Nordli told Mondale, whose 
father was bom in Norway. 


“There are two basic commitments we 
share completely,” Carter told reporters. 
“One is strength and unity to make sure any 
potential adversary knows we are unified in 
our purpose of defending Western Europe 
and the free world. 

“The second is a constant and increasing 
commitment to arms control, both in conven- 
tional weapons and nuclear weapons." he 
said. 

The Carter administration saw its neutron 
weapons program derailed last year. Conse- 
quently it has taken great pains to insure the 
success of the missile initiative, which would 
place 572 new. long-range Pershing 2 and 
cruise missiles in Western Europe .replacing 
older, shorter-range weapons. 

Meanwhile, in the Hague, the Dutch gov- 
ernment looked in danger of sinking after 
Parliament torpedoed the NATO plans to 
station some of the missiles in the Nether- 
lands. 

The cabinet’s survival is guaranteed until 
the 15 NATO members meet in Brussels next 
week but afterward it may face a motion of no 
confidence in the Lower House, political 
sources said Friday. 

Parliament Thursday night adapted by a 
one vote majority an opposition Labor Party 
motion ordering the cabinet not to go along 
with any N ATO decision to deploy the Persh- 
ing and cruise missiles. 

The NATO decision is expected to be 


taken at next week's meeting. 

The Dutch parliamentary vote risked caus- 
ine a split between the Christian Democratic 
(CD A) and Liberal (VVD) parties which 
make up the ruling coalition. 

Ministers, had urged members of Parlia- 
ment to throw out the resolution, saying it 
could lead to the Dutch becoming isolated 
within NATO. 

Government officials said that although 
they were not legally bound by the resolution 
they would have to tell their allies they could 
not program because of parliamentary oppos- 
ition. . , „ 

The Netherlands was to have taken 4b 

cruise missiles under the NATO plans. 


ween the Front and Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa’s white-led forces. 

The U.S. State Department hailed the 
"historical accomplishment" and U.N. Sec- 
retary General Kurt Waldheim" warmly wel- 
comed 1 ' the breakthrough. U.S. Congress- 
man Stephen Solarz (D-New York) said he 
thought Carrington deserved the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

When Mrs. Thatcher was told of this in the 
House of Commons Thursday, she 
responded. “And so say all of us." 

The euphoria didn't last long, however. At 
the peace talks, magging Front doubts about 
cease-fire logistics brought a threat from 
Nkomo to "tear up" the agreement. 

Front negotiators balked at Britain' s plan 
to confine the guerrillas to 19 rendezvous 
points, while making no similar arrangements 
for Rhodesia's forces under white Gen. Peter 
Walls. 

"General Walls has been trying all these 
years to catch our forces without success. But 
the British now propose to get us all into one 
place or a few places so that the Rhodesian 
forces can at last get us." said guerrilla com- 
mander Josiah Tongogara. 

The Front also refused to disclose the 
strength of its forces until the Rhodesian 
army did likewise. ■ 

The momentum of the war is such that 
1,300 people have been killed since peace 
talks began here Sept. 10. 

Meanwhile, in Lusaka. Zambian news- 
paper editorials Friday welcomed the peace 
settlement but called upon both parties to the 
agreement to exercise “discipline and 
restraint and a total embargo on the use of 
force." 

The Zambian need for a settlement to 
the seven-year conflict was underscored by 
the announcement in Parliament Thursday 
that com supplies were sufficient only to last 
only 1 3 weeks and were expected to run out 
at the end of the first week in March. Ground 
com is a staple diet in Zambia. 

Zambian Minister of Agriculture Alexan- 
der Chikwanda said that stocks, as of Nov. 
30. stood at 234,000 metric tons and con-' 
sumption was running at peak levels of about 
58.000 tons per month. 

Chikwanda said millers were bejng 
rationed to avoid the development of more 
serious problems in the coming months. 

He ruled out rationing food at the con- 
sumer level, saying black marketeering was 
already flourishing in the country

Over opposition protest 

Thatcher presents labor bil 


LONDON, Dec. 7 (R) — Conservative 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher Friday 
fulfilled her election pledge to introduce 
legislation curbing abuses of power by the 
trade unions. 

Her employment minister, Jim Prior, pres- 
enting the measures at a press conference, 
said they would prevent the picketing exces- 
ses which distressed Britain in its . wave of 
disruptive strikes last whiter. 

The strikes increased the unpopularity of 
the Labor government then in power and 
were a major factor in Mrs. Thatcher’s vic- 
tory in the May general election. 

Her proposed legislation has already pro- 
voked a storm of protest from the trade 
unions, who are expected to fight it tooth and 
nail. . . 

The Labor Party Friday denounced the 
measures as “ a charter for conflict” which 
would provoke the sort of confrontation stir- 
red up by former Conservative Prime Mirus- 
ter Edward Heath's ill-fated Industrial Rela- 
tions act of 1971. 

The new 18-clause package of legislation, 
entitled the Employment Bill, proposes that 


legal picketing must be broadly limited to • 
.person's place of work. 

This is aimed at stopping widespread ai i

Pakistan resume Test today 


NEW DELHI. Dec. 7 (R) — Pakistan 
were in a commanding position against India 
in the second cricket Test after reaching 1 97 
for four in their second innings for an overall 
lead of 344 after three days' play. 

Majid Khan. Zaheer Abbas, Wasim Raja 
and skipper Asif Iqbal were the main con- 
tributor: to Pakistan's second innings which 
has the potential of growing considerably 
further with Imran Khan waiting to bat at 

number seven. . 

Majid made 40 and Zaheer 50. Wasim (52 
not out) and Asif (38 not out) continue a 
partnership already worth 49 on Saturday 
after Friday’s rest day. 

Pakistan bowled out India for 126 within 
six minutes of the start of play Thursday when 
the last pair of Yashpal Sharma and Dilip 
Doshi came in to resume batting. 

Do.-hi edged a catch to Javed Miandad at 
slip in the second over of the morning before 
a run was added to the overnight total. Asif 
laimed that wicket and fast bowler Sikander 


Bakht had to be content with his eight wickets 
taken Wednesday at a cost of 69 runs.

DUBLIN, Dec. 7 (AP) — Charles 
Haughey, dismissed from . the Irish 
government nine years ago because of 
alleged involvement in running guns to 
Irish Republican Army guerrillas, was 
designated prime minister of Ireland 
Friday by the nil ing Fianna Fail Party. 

He was cleared of the gun running 
charge later by the courts, but was out 
in the political wilderness until he 
staged a comeback that has taken him 
to the premiership. 

Haughey, 54. was elected leader of 
the party by Fianna Fairs 82 par- 
liamentary deputies. 44 votes to 38. 
beating his long-time rival. Finance 
Minister George Colley. 

Prime Minister Jack Lynch. 62. in 
power for nine of the past 13 years, 
announced his resignation on Wednes- 
day. Party sources said Lynch had been 
confident the time was right for Colley 
to move in. 

Haughey will take office as prime 
minister next Tuesday. 

A self-made millionaire and lop 
racehorse breeder, he won the power 
struggle sparked by Lynch's resigna- 
tion. despite the opposition of virtually 
all the members of Lynch's cabinet. 

Haughey is a hard-liner who seeks to 
unify partitioned Ireland by pressing 
the British to pull out of their Northern 
Ireland province. 

Observers believe he will now take a 
tougher line than Lynch, who cooper- 
ated with the British to try to find a 
political settlement to the 1 0-year-old 
Northern Ireland conflict.

Thev tangled for the leadership of 
Fianna Faifin 1966, when Lynch was 
brought in as a compromise candidate 
to take over from premier Sean 
Lemass. 

•‘Today. was a showdown that has 
been coming since 1966." a Haughey 
aide commented as Haughey suppor- 
ters standing outside the parliament 
buildings cheered when the result was 
announced. 

Haughey had had a stormy political 
career since he first took government 
office in 1960. In previous Fianna Fail 
governments he has headed the justice, 
agriculture and finance departments.
